This was the foremost of six de- 
mands broadcast officially over 
the Moscow radio and recorded 
here by the Soviet monitor. Offi- 
cial peace moves are dependent 
on the “termination of military 
operations,” the broaccast said. 

The Finnish parliament held 
two secret sessions in Helsinki 
during the day to debate the ques- 
tion of peace or continued war 
with Russia, but an official an- 
nouncement gave no _ indication 
that a decision had been reached. 


WITHDRAWAL OF TROOPS 


The Russians also demanded— 
with “immediate” acceptance spec- 
ified —that the Russian-Finnish 
peace treaty of 1940 be restored 
with the withdrawal of Finnish 
troops to the 1940 borders. 

The Soviets also demanded that 
all Soviet‘and Allied prisoners of 
war and citizens interned in Fin- 
land be released, but said terri- 
torial questions would be left for 
further negotiations. 

The Russian broadcast said “a 
prominent Swedish industrialist” 
brought Juho K. Paasikivi. Finnish 
diplomat, and Madam Alexandra 
Kollantay, Russian ambassador to 
Sweden, together in Stockholm on 
February 16 and Paasikivi asked 
for the Soviet peace conditions. 
The Russians agreed to negotiate 
with the present Finnish regime 

“on termination of military opera- 
tions.” said the broadcast, record- 
ed by the Soviet monftor.

Madame Kollantay transmitted 
these terms: 

1. Rupture of relations with 
Germany and internment of Ger- 
man troops and ships in.

Early forecast§ for freezing tem- 
peratures set commercial fruit 
growers, who lost a major portion 
of their crop last year to late 
spring freezes, to knocking on 
wood and hoping for better luck. 
Last \year’s freeze came around 
April 15. 

Even in full bloom, peach and 
other fruit trees can stand freez- 
ing .temperatures, depending on 
the condition of buds, amount of 
foliuge on trees and length of the 
cold snap. Today’s weather is ex- 
pected’to bring a gradual bemper- 
ature rise. 

Figures compiled by the War 
Food Administration on the 1943 
peach crop showed it was the 
smallest since 1932. Only 2,291 
cars were moved, compared with 
a normal production of around 12,- 
500 cars. 

Yesterday's high reading was 49 
degrees, while the low was 46 
degrees.

Spoiled Kiska, 


Army Declares 


SEATTLE, Feb. 29.—(#)—Loose 
talk, radiating from the Alaska 
embarkation port of Seattle, en- 
abled the Japanese to pull thou- 
sands of troops and great quanti- 
ties of material out of Kiska last 
August; an Army intelligence 
spokesman says, thereby leaving 
invading. U. S, forces “with a hol- 
low victory tantamount to defeat.” 

Major Albert J. Stowe, personal 
representative of General Clayton 
Bissell, assistant chief of staff, Ar- 
my intelligence, told interviewers: 

“Common was the knowledge in 
Seattle that we planned to attack 
Kiska and, prior to the invasion, 
unauthorized persons, both mili- 
tary and civilian, openly disclosed 
the date, August 15. 

“As a result the Japs got out, 
voluntarily. Not one remained on 
the island when our troops arrived 
at 3 o’clock in the morning. Some 
scattered machinegun fire the day 
before, reported by our reconnais- 
ance fliers, indicated presence of 
hostile troops then. Even these 
were gone when we got there,” 
Major Stowe said. 

“They knew we were coming— 

and when,” he asserted. “So accu- 

rately and so far in advance were 

the Japs tipped off that had they 

chosen to implement their forces 

they might have annihilated us.”

WASHINGTON, Feb, 29.—()-— 
A week-long deadlock over serv- 
ice vote legislation gave way to- 
day as senate and house confereés 
brought out a surprise compromise 
authorizing use of the administra- 
ttion’s federal absentee ballot for 
those states that want it. 

The compromise—approved by 
federal ballot advocates and all 
the “states’ rights” supporters ex- 
cept Representative Rankin, Dem- 
ocrat, of Mississippi—calls for: 

1. Use of a federal ballot for 
voters of states which have no ab- 
sentee voting machinery, if the 
Governor certifies by August 1 
that the federal form is accept- 
able. | 

2; Use of a. federal ballot to sup- 
plement state absentee ballots ‘if 
the Governor certifies the federal 
form is acceptable under state 
law. 

3. Servicemen and women, to 
use the federal ballot, must swear 
that they have applied for a state 
ballot and have not received it by 
October 1. Thus the federal ballot 
could be used onty as the second 
choice to state ballots.

“Practically no opposition from 
enemy fighters was encountered,” 
the communique said. “One 
bomber, six Army Air Force and 
two Royal Air Force fighters are 
missing. One German aircraft 
was destroyed by AAF fighters 
and two by RAF fighters.” 
SWARMS OF ESCORTS 

All the bombers were protected 
by tremendous swarms of escort- 
ing fighters. This fact, and the 
weather, may have helped hold 
down enemy interceptors.

Fish Cooked the Right Way 
Can Be Very Appetizing  _— 


By Sally Saver. 


Fish usually is thought of as a 
Friday or Lenten food. Though 
since meats have been rationed 
many families who do not keep 
Lent or fast days have found it 
necessary to get better acquaint- 
ed with fish and seafoods. Fish 
is a good protein food and is a 
rich source of iodine and phos- 
phorus. 

When fish is unpopular it is be 
eause of the way it has been 
served. Even a person whose taste 
is well developed for seafoods will 
not relish fish served up in a dry 
and flavorless manner. The white 
meated fish tend to be dry and 
less flavorful than the darker 
meated varieties, so these need to 
be cooked or served in a sauce 
that adds zest and interest. A 
mustard. horseradish or tomato 
sauce adds moisture and intrigu- 
ing flavor to the most bland fish. 

Don’t overcook fish. Bake small 
fillets in a 425-degree oven 15 to 
20 minutes. A whole fish, weigh- 
in three to four pounds needs only 
35 to 40 minutes’ baking. Try 
baking fish fillets in this simple 
sauce: 

EASY TOMATO SAUCE 


2 tablespoons fat 

1-2 cup minced onion 

1 green pepper, minced 

4 tomatoes, sliced 

1-2 teaspoon salt 

1-2 teaspoon sugar 

Pepper 

2 cloves 

1-2 cup meat or vegetable stock 

Melt fat, add onion and pepper 
and simmer slowly until soft. Add 
tomatoes and seasonings. When 
tomatoes are soft stir in stock.

One summer day a man abant 
35 years old watched small boys 
trying gymnastic stunts ‘on the 
grass between sidewalk and road- 
way in a small village. He offer- 
ed to show them how to do a 
handspring, « came down more 
heavily than he meant to (he had 
not done it for many years) on his 
hands,: split open one palm and 
dislocated two finger joints. The 
village doctor was off on a case, 
so only home treatment was avail- 
able, but next morning the doc- 
tor cleaned out the wound, re- 
duced the dislocations, and ap- 
plied dressings. Four days later 
the young man complained of a 
vague sore throat, but the throat 
did not look sore. In a few hours 
he complained that his neck felt 
stiff. In the next 24 hours his 


jaw seemed to become stiff so 
that he could open it only part 
way. And now he was evidently 
tense—in 
fact he had tetanus, lockjaw. The 
tetanus proved fatal. 

The young man should have re- 
ceived a prophylactic dose of anti- 
tetanus serum immediately, as 
part of the first aid treatment, and 
a second dose five to seven days 
later. 

That is the minimum essential 
treatment which should be given 
in every instance of open wound, 
cut, burn or abrasion or puncture 
sustained in a street accident, in 
the city or in the country, at any 
time of year, ; 

The germs of tetanus (lockjaw) 
are normal inhabitants of the in- 
testinal tract of the domestic and 
probably of wild @nimals, and 
sometimes, if not always, the hu- 
man intestinal tract. 

Samples of street dust were 
collected at random in a large 
city in summer and bacteriologi- 
cally analyzed. Out of 63 sam- 
ples, 11 contained the 
germs (Clostridium tetani). 

Lockjaw or tetanus is caused 
by Invasion of the wound (it mat- 
ters little whether the wound is a 
large one or a mere puncture or 
scratch or burn, as by firecracker 
or toy pistol cap) growing on the 
dead or injured tissues and pro- 
ducing its deadly toxin or poison 
which is absorbed into the bloed 
and causes spasms or convulsions 
much like the spasms or convul- 
sions caused by a poisonous dose 
of strychnine. It is precisely be- 
cause of the danger of lockjaw 
infection that .minor wounds or 
burns by firecrackers, ‘toy pistols 
and the like should always be 
given first aid treatment by the 
physician, including the indis- 
pensable tetanus antitoxin or anti- 
tetanus serum. 

Slight wounds sustained in 
barns, barnyards, stables, pastures, 
cowpens, pig pens, and in gardens 
recently fertilized with animal 
manure, call for the same careful 
anti-tetanus treatment. Especial- 
ly if there is any chance that any 
foreign m&tter may be embedded 
or buried in the wound.

(Churches occupy valuable real 
estate sites. But many of them 
areh’t functioning five hours per 
week! A livewire chureh 
should help people solve their 
specific marital, parental, busi- 
ness, recreational, cultural and 
"adult educational problems. In- 


spiring sermons on Sunday are 
not 25 per cent of task of a live- 
wire church, Its main purpose 
is to teach people how to live 
successfully; not how to die.) 


Case B 275: Rodney J., aged 35, 
is an attorney who is: now the 
president of the Men’s Club of his 
church, 


“We should like some sugges- 
tions by which we can increase 
the effectiveness of our church,” 
he began. : 


“What would you recommend 
for pepping up attendance at the 
Sunday school, etc.? 


“A church occupies a very ex- 
pensive real estate site, so we'd 
like to make ours return greater 
dividends to the community. 


DIAGNOSIS 


The Sunday school is the most 
important part of the church, so 
I advised Rodney to enlist the aid 
of somebody with a projection mo- 
tion picture machine and run a 10- 
minute educational movie prompt- 
ly at 9:30 on Sunday morning. 

This will stimulate the children 
to attend promptly and also cause 
them to bring their friends. I 
know of an Evanston church 
which used this method with ad- 
mirable results. It almost dou- 
bled the attendance in one year 
and brought children out promptly. 


Inject more competition, too, for 
it is the human yeast that adds 
zest to religious aetivity as well 
as sports and BuSienss. Without 
it, things are flat as unleavened 
bread. 

I urged Rodney to divide the 
Sunday school into sections and 
then run a.contest that would be 
simple to tabulate. Pick out 100 
people who attend very seldom 
if ever. Divide these names be- 
tween the two competing groups. 
Then allot 5 points for each ‘one 
brought out for Sunday school. 


Make the contest short—say 
four weeks— and pay off quickly 
after its completion, for children 
need their rewards the sooner the 
better. 

PEP UP CHURCH ATTENDANCE 


Contests are like advértising in 
that they must be varied in nature 
for maximum interest value but 
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continued constantly. Don’t @e 
pect one contest of four weeks’ 
duration to keep attendance up fer 
the rest of the yedr. Offer 4 new 
contest as soon as the previous 
one has terminated.

This ia the 
famous “block” system that has 
worked so successfully tn politics, 
but there is no ré why an 
alert church should utilize sim- 
ilar excellent* psyschological de 
vices. ) 

Besides, the church should con- 
duct vocational guidance clinics 
for its young péople, inviting vari- 
ous men or women to definedte 
their own trades or professions. 
Pick good speakers for this serfes 
of addresses. 

MAKE CHURCH EFFECTIVE 

Uurge your cler not to 
shut up the church off Sunday 
evening, but to run a marriage 
clinic. Include an analysis of the 
vital marital and parent-child 
problems, using specific cases as 
the masis of discussion. 

Get the women to conduct a 
nursery school, not only on Sun- 
day morning, but also during the 
week. This will benefit both work- 
ing mothers and “only” children 
who lack siblings. Besides, i 
can bring in revenue to the wom- 
en’s societies. 

A livewire church should also 
operate employment agencies, a 
directory of reputable rooming 
houses for members needing such 
service, a matrimonial agency, 
classes in applied psychology, for- 
eign languages, etc.

In his book, “Such Interesting People,” Robert 
Casey has one of his chapters .on the funeral of 
the late Bill McGeehan, the greatest of all sports» 
columnists. " 

The story has to do with the decision to cremate the remains of 
Bill McGeehan, McGeehan having died, at a Brunswick, Ga., hos- 
‘pital, and send the ashes back to New York fot interment. This 
was at the behest of Bill's widow, who was a writing woman. 

The procession to the crematorium at Jacksonville was halted, 
with Bill’s remains parked back of the grandstand, while the hegrse 
driver went out to pitch his team to victory. That, at least, is “the 
Casey version and it is nearly correct enough to stand as written. 


The late Colonel Tillinghast L’Hommedieu Huston stoutly de- 
fended the delay on the two grounds, the first being that the fiving 
McGeehan would have insisted.on it, and second, that the shade 
of Bill McGeehan undoubtedly was sitting in the stands waiting 
to see if his hearse driver was any good as a pitcher. 

At Jacksonville it was decided that cremation was too callous 
and so they brought him back to the quiet old church yard at 
St. Simons where the gray oaks that heard John Wesley preach 
keep silent watch over the dead. 

This was a great victory for Colonel Huston. He put on his 
black coat and striped trousers and his famous iron hat, or derby. 
He took with him a squad of Georgia militia and they fired three 
volleys over Bill's grave. He had soldiered in the Spanish-American 
War and had done some correspondent's work in the first World 
War. The Colonel had soldiered in. both wars and he and-Mc- 
Geehan and the late Wilbert Robinson were the greatest trio I ever 
knew, close as the Three Musketeers and as fiercely loyal. 


They all are “late” now, each having gone on to a reward which 


must be rich and in the grand manner. 
UNCLE ROBBIE I can hear someone asking, “Who were 

they’” I forget that the years get on and 
that all persons might not have followed baseball. Briefly. the 
Colonel was one of the nation’s great engineers who owned half the 
New York Yankees and who moved ‘to Georgia because he liked it. 
His Butler Island still is going strong as a great farm. Wilbert 
Robinson was one of the great catchers of all time, one of the 
famous Old Orioles, which included John McGraw and Hughie 
Jennings, Gleason, McMahan and others whose names are part of 
baseball’s history. He managed Brooklyn for years and “Uncle 
Robbie's Daffiness Boys” made more history. In those days the 
Brooklyns were called “The Robins,” after Uncle Robbie. Bill 
McGeehan was not dnly the best sports columnist of all time, but

In Georgia, many local school systems have moved to meet 
the emergency by supplementing the state pay schedule. Others, 
unfortunately, have been unable or unwilling to do so, with the 
result that many classes are altogether teacherless or else strug- 
gling along with high school students teaching the all-important 
primary grades. 

It was approximately a year and a half ago that Georgia 
teachers got their last pay increase, and that was miserably 
imadequate. Since that time the cost of living has continued to 
rise, as has the pay scale of the various jobs which daily go 
begging for applicants less qualified than the average Georgia 
school-teacher. The result has been that more and more teachers 
have either quit their profession to accept more lucrative jobs 
in other lines of work or gone to other states, not so short-sighted, 
where compensation and working conditions are better. 


This trend, it is true, has been slowed to some extent by the 
enactment by the legislature of the Teacher Retiremnt Act, but 
one cannot dismiss lightly figures which show that, at the present 
rate. many schiools won't be able to open at all next fall unless 
relief is provided meanwhile. 

That means, undeniably, that state and local! officials must 
begin to plan, right now, to provide substantial raises for every 
teacher in Georgia by the beginning of the next school year. If 
such a study indicates, as in Kentucky, that special legislative 
action is necessary, then let us go ahead with plans for that. If 
it means, in short, a special tax session to consider means of 
raising revenue to meet the crisis, then—as much as we'd hate to 
see it—let us proceed accordingly. 

The welfare of our children is far too important to be jeopard- 
ized by the continuation of a salary schedule which is resulting 
in the loss of more and more of our abler teachers,

Nothing should be more essential than that a 
arrangement exist between the White House and congress. The 
nation is going through one of the most crucial periods of its 
history. The course of the world for the next 100 years may de 
pend on what happens in Washington during the next four years. 


If congress is made up of men of little minds who. simply out 
of spite or political resentment, oppose every forward-looking meas- 
ure proposed by the national administration for what it conceives 
| to be the common good, then the future outlook is dark indeed.

Landon's statement is that the 


congress, as presently constituted, is of no higher stature than that. 
He writes off as an impossibility for the present congress to give 
Mr. Roosevelt that degree of co-operation which will be needed for 
the proper functioning of the government in the trying days that 
lie ahead.
